Tax Revenues 
Could Be Cut

Nebraska income tax revenue 


trom capital gains, could be 
measurably effected for years to 
i-ome depending on the outcome 
of four cases now pending before 
the State Supreme Court 


The issue of perhaps the most 


Ions-term significance in the 
cases is how capital gains are 
taxed on property sold since 
Nebraska's sales and income 
taxes were adopted in 1968 but 
owned prior to that time. 


The four consolidated cases

Main Contention 


The four parties" main conten- 


tion is that they are entitled to 
base the amount of capital gams 
reali/ed from a sale on the 
properties' fair market value as 
ot January 1 1968. instead ot its 
cost when first acquired 


Their position is basicallv that 


the increased value which had 
accrued to the properties since 
institution of the income tax was 
.simply a realization of capital 
and that the state income tax 
should not be applied to any in 
crease in value before 1968 


It their properties Mere taxed 


in that manner, they contended, 
it would amount to a retroactive 
ta\ and would therefore be un- 
constitutional. 


For instance, if a piece of 


property was bought in 1960 for 
$10,000 and sold in 1973 for $20.- 
000. the state maintains that the 
full capital gam of $10,000 over 
the period is taxable. The 
appealing parties say that the 
property's 1968 value, of say 
£15.000, should be used as the 
base to compute capital gains in- 
stead of the original selling 
price. 


Conceivably, any property 


acquired before 1968 and sold 
anytime after could be effected 
by the ruling. 


Similar Case 


Assistant Attry. Gen. Ralph 


(Mian in his written brief relied 
on a similar case involving the 
federal income tax and capital 
gains. The same contention was 
made that capital gains accruing 
prior to the 1928 Federal Income 
Tax Act were entitled to a new 
cost basis 


In that case, McLaughlin v. 


Alliance Insurance Co., the U.S. 
Supreme Court held, "The fact 
that a part oi the taxed gain 
represented increase in value ... 
betore the present taxing act is 
without significance." 


-Finally." Gillan said, "we 


wish to point out that a holding 
that a taxpayer was entitled to a

w o u l d have very serious 
ramifications aside from the

University of Nebraska of- 


ficials are beginning to worry 
that changes in federal financial 
aid programs, coupled with cer- 
tain increases in the cost of 
attending school, will cut into 
next fall's enrollment on the 
campuses. 


And hardest hit, they fear, will 


be lower-income students who 
depend heavily on financial help 
to pay eve-increasing college 
costs. 


On the Lincoln campuses, for 


example, students next fall may 
be hit by a triple threat to their 
ability to attend school: fewer 
funds for direct financial grants 
or loans, certain increases in tui- 
tion and probable hikes in dor- 
mitory rates. 


May Take Toll 


Higher tuition rates, fewer op- 


portunities for financial help and 
general increases in the cost of 
living may take their toll on the 
university campuses in Omaha, 
as well. 


How the changes might affect 


enrollment on the various cam- 
puses is expected to be an agen- 
da item next weekend when the 
NU Board of Regents meets in 
Lincoln.

On the Lincoln campuses 


alone, as many as 800 high-need 
students have benefited from the 
EOG program at a total cost of 
nearly $700,000. 


The National Association of 


State Universities and Land- 
Grant Colleges, however, es- 
timates that the new BOG 
program will provide funds suf- 
ficient for only one-half of the 
total number of students across 
the country who need the full 
amount. 


On the Lincoln campuses, that 


means a student who gets $1,000 
this year may be awarded half 
that much in 1973-74. 


Under the National Direct Stu- 


dent Loan (NDSL) program, 
which is also scheduled for a 
phase-out, some 1,400 students 
at UNL are benefiting this year 
from funds totaling $1.2 million. 


No New Money 


Since no new money will go 


into the program, however, the 
university will have available for 
next year's loans only that 
amount which is being repaid by 


students now. 


That is expected to total about 


$300,000. 


% In the college work-study 
program, under which 800 
students are employed this year 
at UNL, the administration's 
proposals would cut the national 
total for the program by one- 
third, according to the national 
association. 


The Nixon administration is 


expected to put increased 
emphasis on the Federally In- 
sured Student Loan program, 
which benefits 4,500 UNL 
students this year, but university 
officials are concerned about the 
outcome when increasing 
numbers of students apply under 
the program at their local banks. 


Wait Till Summer 


And, since rules and 


regulations for the new 
programs are not yet finalized, it 
appears that students and 
families who would've been 
given tentative notification this 
spring of their eligibility for 
financial aid programs may not 
hear until late summer whether 
they'll quahfy. 


At the same time, university 


students are facing certain in- 


creases in tuition rates, and the 
increases will hit hardest at the 
students who have been carrying 
the heaviest credit hour loads. 


That's because students who 


have been able to register for 13 
to 16 hours at the 12-hour tuition 
rate will be paying a per-hour 
charge for each hour they take. 


And on the Lincoln campuses 


the possibility exists that 
students may face an increase in 
dormitory rates to meet cost-of- 
living demands on the residence 
halls, whose operations are 
financed entirely from charges 
assessed residents. 


Prospects Bleak 


Thus, while the student may 


face a tighter market for grants 
and loans, he may also be hit 
hard by higher dorm charges, in- 
creased tuition rates and higher 
costs for general living expenses. 


The combination of those fac- 


tors, university officials fear, 
may forecast bleak prospects for 
many university students, par- 
ticularly the minorities and the 
large numbers of poor rural 
youths that the university has 
attempted to recruit in greater 
numbers in the past few yeas. 


SAIGON .AP> — The Communist side failed Sun- 


day to give the United States a list of the American 
prisoners scheduled for release this week in North 
and South Vietnam or to fix a specific day. time 
and place to hand them over U.S. spokesmen said 


There was no official reason given. But the Com- 


munist side was embittered by rock-throwing, 
banner-waving, shouting mobs of South Viet- 
namese numbering in the hundreds who attacked 
North Vietnamese compounds in the northern 
cities of Hue and Da Nang. The demonstrations ap- 
parently were tacitly sanctioned by the Saigon 
government, but got out of hand. 


Seven North Vietnamese delegates to the tour- 


party Joint Military Commission and two South 
Vietnamese policemen were reported injured. The 
chief spokesman tor the North Vietnamese delega- 
tion. Bui Tin. said tour of the Communist delegates 
were seriously wounded in the Hue demonstration 


North Vietnam's official news agency said "a 


gang of thugs hired by the Saigon administration" 
was behind the injuries in Hue. 


The Vietnam News Agency said the "thugs" also 


broke into the delegation office and "carried off 
two brief cases. 21 radios, nine uniforms, and many 
other things." 


Tin told Associzted Press reporter Carl Robin- 


son, however, he did not think the demonstrations 
would affect the American prisoner release, 
expected Tuesday according to U.S. reckoning. 


Although declaring that South Vietnam "is now 


on the verge of a very dangerous situation," Tin 
said North Vietnam is "determined to abide by the 
peace agreement and the protocols." 


He indicated that one major problem still un- 


resolved is a dispute between the Communist side 
and the Saigon government over the release of 
Vietnamese civiian prisoners. 


"While we sympathize with the families of the 


American POWs. I want to remind you that here in 
Vietnam there are thousands of families waiting tor 
their kin to return from detention." Tin said "We 
want to satisfy this sentiment and brin^ them back 
together." 


The Saigon government, he said, still has not 


decided whether it will release civilian prisoners 
along with the military POWs to be released this 
week. 


Maj. Gen. Daniel James, a top spokesman at the 


Pentagon in Washington, refused to tie the delay in 
the list to the troubles at Hue and Da Nang. 


"We are still expecting the list tomorrow." 


James said. 


James said he understood that North Vietnamese 


and Viet Cong representatives in Saigon told Maj. 
Gen. Gilbert Woodward, the chief U.S represen- 
tative on the Joint Military Commission, that they 
were having trouble communicating with their peo- 
ple in the field. Other sources expressed the view 
that the Communists are "playing games with us." 


U.S. government sources in Washington reported 


that Woodward reminded Communist delegates 
that the release of U.S. war prisoners is not sup- 
poed to be contingent on anything but withdrawal 
of U.S. troops. 


The sources indicated this reminder was in- 


tended to impress on the North Vietnamese and 
the Viet Cong the U.S. view that the next release of 
U.S. prisoners must not be held up for any 
extraneous reasons, such as disturbances inside 
South Vietnam 


U S. spokesmen said they had anticipated a list of 


about 140 American POWs would be turned over to 
the United States along with the arrangements tor 
their repatriation. As soon as the list is turned over. 
it will be transmitted to the Pentagon and State 
Department in Washington so families ot the men 
can be notified 


U S. spokesmen said that according to the (," S 


timetable, the list should have been handed over

Observers Conduct First Investigation

Delegates Nearly Agree 
On Rules For Meeting 


LONDON (AP) - 
Britons 


have decided their sex diet is suf- 
ficient unto the day, a public opi- 
nion poll reported Sunday. Per- 
missiveness has gone far enough, 
they say. 


The findings of Opinion 


Research Center were published 
as informants reported the 
government is preparing tough 
new laws to clamp down on dis- 
plays of pornography on movie 
screens and in the street. 


The informants said Home 


Secretary Robert Carr intends to 
outlaw private blue movie clubs 
and strictly control the showing 
of lurid pictures in shop win- 
dows or on billboards. 


The poll, published in the Sun- 


day Times, said its findings in- 
dicated 52 per cent of Britons 
thought the present moral 
climate in the country was just 
right. A third said Britain was 
too permissive. Only 6 per cent 
oi those questioned thought Bri- 
tain was not permissive enough. 


Majority views which emerged 


were that television should be 
"cleaned up," principally by 
reducing the incidence of 
swearing and blasphemy; that 
sex before marriage should be 
confined to engaged couples and 
that pornographic 
literature 


should be sold only under the 
counter 
- it should not be 


publicly displayed. 


The poll showed that nudity in 


mov les. on stage, in newspapers 
or magazines aroused little cen- 
sorious passion. But television 
viewers were almost equally 
divided on whether it should be 
allowed on the small screen in 
the home. 


About one in five men favored 


"sex for the fun of it," but 55 per 
cent of all those questioned said 
premarital sex was acceptable 
only if the couple was formally 
engaged. Going steady, planning 
to wed or being "reaily in love" 
were not sufficient reasons 


Thirty-three per cent upheld 


the view that couples should be 
virgins when thev marry 


On drugs. 74 per cent opposed 


any suggestion that marijuana. 
LSD. tranquilizers. heroin or 
cocaine should be freely 
available. That included 66 per 
cent of the 15-24 age group. 


The antiporno legislation, the 


informants said, will put an end 
to bogus blue movie "clubs" - 
there are an estimated 200 
nationwide 
that anyone can 


join merely by presenting 
himself at the door and paying a 
"membership fee." 


Any organization showing 


movies for profit will be made to 
register with a local authority 
Nonprofit blue film shows by un- 
licensed "clubs" that usually 
meet in private homes will be 
outlawed 


Photographic displays outside 


blue movie theaters, strip clubs 
or pornographic bookstores will 
be rigidlv supervised, the 
Munri's s.nd. adding th.it the 
legislation i-. expected to be 
read\ .or the new session of 
Parliament.

ministers assembled for a Viet- 
nam peace conference neared 
agreement Sunday on rules for 
their whirlwind talks to round 
out the Washington-Hanoi peace 
deal.

pledge by the big powers and the 
international community in 
general. This is likely to take the 
form of a conference declara- 
tion 


—A formula that would put 


the chairmanship of the con- 
ference into the orbit of the four- 
nation Commission of Control 
and Supervision that is to police 
the peace settlement. Members 
are Canada. Poland, Indonesia 
and Hungary. 


The conference, provided for 


in the cease-fire pact signed Jan. 
27 has brought together foreign 
ministers of six Communist and 
six non-Communist regimes plus 
Secretary-General 
K u r t 


Waldheim of the United Nations. 


Participants are the Soviet 


I'nion, China, Poland, Hungary, 
North Vietnam, the Viet Cong's 
Provisional 
Revolutionary 


Government, the United States. 
Britain. France. Canada. In- 
donesia and South Vietnam 


Waldheim is taking part as a 


svmbol ot the interest ot the in- 
ternational community. 


Formal proceedings begin at 


10 a m. in the former Hotel 
Majestic, now a conference 
center in downtown Pans near 
the Arc de Triomphe. It is 
expected to last less than a week. 


A rush of consultations among 


the delegations improved 
prospects for a compromise over 
the chairmanship and other 
procedural arrangements 


Several countries, including 


the United States and Britain, 
had favored Waldheim as the 
only true neutral chairman. But 
North Vietnam, the Viet Cong's 
Provisional 
Revolutionary 


Government and China 
objected. All appear dead set 
against any U.N. role in postwar 
Vietnam. 


Another possibility that came 


up for discussion behind the 
scenes was to select as chairman 
the foreign minister of France, 
representing the host country. 
But this idea was short-lived. 
South Vietnam objected 
vehemently. The Saigon govern- 
ment believes France tends to 
favor the North Vietnamese. 


It was then that Canada, 


playing a middle role in the com- 
ings and goings, put up the idea 
of rotating or sharing the chair- 
manship between 
the four 


members of the control commis- 
sion

Sikyta Suggests Ways 
To Ease Traffic Jams

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City Councilman Bob Sikyta 


has called for new alternatives to 
ease traffic congestion caused by 
street construction programs 
and outlined an incentive tax

Sikyta said, "Lincoln has

Lynch Platform Has 
New Deal For Gals 


DUBLIN. Ireland (AP» - A 


new deal for women, including 
an end to the longstanding ban 
on contraception was unveiled 
Sunday as part of Prime 
Minister Jack Lynch's election 
package. 


Main points on the plan, the 


product ol a government com- 
mittee on the status of women, 
would ban sex discrimination 
and require equal pay for equal 
work over five years. 


Insistance that women retire 


when they get married, still en- 
forced by some Irish govern- 
ment departments, would be 
declared illegal. 


The most radical proposal 


would have the government set 
up family planning centers 
throughout Ireland and "make 
available all the requirements 
needed by families which have 
decided on planning." 


This would require a change in 


the 1934 law that bans import, 
sale or advertising of contracep- 
tives 


It would also likely encounter 


opposition from the Roman 
Catholic Church, to which 95 per 
cent of Ireland's population 
belongs 


The 1.8 million electors vote 


Wednesday, to choose their 
government for the next five 
years Lynch's Fianna Fail — 
Soldiers of Destiny — party was 
clearly bidding for the women's 
vote

"Save Millions' 


This program, Sikyta said,

outlined a tax incentive program 
which he said "would do more 
than anything else to help 
rebuild the older areas of the 
city." 


"We have been told that there 


is almost no way that the older 
areas can be restored," he said, 
"because of the cost, and 
because every improvement 
brings a hike in taxes." 


•Within Power' 


"It may be within the power 


of the city to take steps to 
reverse that situation." he 
suggested. 


Providing economic incentives 


to property owners to rebuild 
older properties would help 
solve the problem. Sikyta con- 
tended, adding, "the federal 
government has done this, but 
the system has not been used 
here in Lincoln." 


Additionally, he said the city 


should apply for federal grants 
through the Neighborhood 
Development Program of the 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development. 


Sikyta. a member of the 


Mayor's Housing Committee, 
noted that the council ap- 
propriated $10,000 in the 1972-73 
budget to start such a program.

NATORE, Bangladesh (AP) - 


Prime Minister Mujibur 
Rahman proposed Sunday that 
Bangladesh and Pakistan im- 
mediately swap hundreds of 
thousands of unwanted civilians. 
He indicated that if Pakistan 
doesn't agree, he might dump 
300,000 non-Bengali Moslems in 
the lap of the world community. 


Mujib said Bangladesh has no 


room for the members of the 
Urdu-speaking Bihari minority 
who have told his Bengali 
government they would rather 
live in Pakistan. 


If Pakistan rejects them, he 


said, "the world community 
should purchase an island for 
them." 


Mujib's exchange proposal en- 


visions trade of the dissatisfied 
Biharis, still living in refugee 
camps 15 months a f t e r 
Bangladesh was born of what 
was East Pakistan in the 1971 
India-Pakistan war, for as many 
as 400.000 Bengalis stranded in 
Pakistan by the war. 


"This can be done even before 


Pakistan 
recognizes 


Bangladesh," the sheik said in 
an interview. Mujib has said 
previously that any negotiations 
between the countries must be 
conducted as equals, with full 
recognition on both sides. 


The offer went beyond a 


proposal already under con- 


sideration by India, Pakistan and 
Bangladesh to repatriate about 
6.000 Pakistani women and 
children held In India in 
exchange for 10,000 Bengali 
dependents in Pakistan. 


Mujib said the offer would not 


apply to 70,000 Pakistani 
military prisoners held in India, 
although he refused to rule out 
the possibility that the 20.000 
civilian and paramilitary in- 
ternees might be involved. 


Some of the military men, he 


said, sitting under a mango tree 
and looking relaxed after a day 
of campaigning for next week's 
general elections, will be put on 
trial on war crimes charges 
"very soon." He did not specify 
when or how many. 


"The reason the trials have 


not yet been held is that we have 
been busy investigating and 
gathering evidence." said the 
prime minister "I want there to 
be justice." 


Mujib appeared angry that In- 


dia and Bangladesh are being 
criticized abroad for detaining 
the prisoners so long after the 
war ended. 


"Why isn't the world com- 


munity showing more concern 
about my Bengalis in Pakistan0" 
he asked, raising his voice and 
waving his leather-covered pipe. 
"The world community should 
come forward to see how they 


are. 


"I have allowed the ICRC 


(International Committee of the 
Red Cross) to look after the 
Biharis. The ICRC also is 
allowed to see the Pakistani 
prisoners in India. 


"But what about the 400.000 


Bengalis in Pakistani? Who is 
looking after them? 


Sitting on the verandah of a 


former maharaja's palace that 
was used as a Pakistan army 
brigade headquarters during the 
war. Mujib declared the PO\V 
trials will be open and fair. 


"You and other journalists 


will be invited." he said. "The 
trials are not for vindictiveness I 
am not vindictive. My people are 
not vindictive. Can you give me 
one instance after liberation of 
revenge by Bengalis? Everybody 
thought there would be another 
genocide, but there wasn't 


"The world should know what 


the Pakistani army did. The ;ic- 
tual criminals should get some 
sort of punishment. It will not be 
the innocent." 


He said neither lndi;i nor 


Bangladesh was required to 
release the Pakistani prisoners 
under the Geneva Convention 
because as far as he was con- 
cerned Pakistan had not ended 
its hostilities.

University of Nebraska-Lincoln Bureau of Business 


Research statistics show a pattern of population growth in 
Nebraska favoring metropolitan areas and the route of 
Interstate 80. Neither is an exceptional finding but they 
demonstrate how little thought really went into initial 
Interstate decisions. 


We would venture the guess that if the interstate system 


were just now being conceived, the idea might never get off 
the ground. Today, people would give far more considera- 
tion to exactly what has happened along the Interstate, and 
away from it, than was originally done. 


The potential damage to cities and towns off the 


Interstate was hardly mentioned when this highway system 
came into being but it would be more than mentioned today. 
It would be the eye of a controversy of gigantic proportions. 


* 
Recently, a caller drew a parallel involving the 


Interstate that was interesting. He noted that people have 
seemingly approved almost without thought the dedication 
of thousands of acres of valuable farm land to an 800-foot 
strip of concrete. 


Yet, he noted, the courts have stopped progress on an oil 


pipeline in Alaska that would traverse largely barren land 
and not even much of that. Of course, society's attitudes 
change and this is the only way you can explain the con- 
tradiction the caller mentioned. In contrast to the past, our 
emerging value system is a kind of throwback. 


Rather than newer, different and often exciting values, 


many people are looking to a return to some of the values of 
yesterday. Or at least, they are looking to the end results of 
conditions that existed in the past. 


* 
It was not actually a value determination in the past that 


meant any less of a strain upon our environment. Rather, it 
was a simple lack of technological knowledge and size. In 
years past, we didn't use less electric power, for instance, 
out of any conscious decision to save on fuel. 


We used less because we did not have the means, finan- 


cial and technical, of using any more. We had no transporta- 
tion problems in earlier years just because we decided 
against a highly mobile society. 


We stayed put largely because we had no automobiles at 


first and because we had no ability for a long time to finance 
the kind of auto ownership and use that are with American 
families today. American industry did not in years gone by 
fail to pollute the air and water beyond endurance out of 
foresighted concern for nature, but only because consump- 
tion in the market place was not great enough to allow for 
such pollution. 


* 
When you think about it all, you wonder if our values 


have changed one way or another over the years and what 
kind of value system it is that we might return to. We are 
often portrayed as having gone from a simplistic and rather 
moral society to a highly complicated and immoral one. 


But you have to ask whether our past represented the 


desires of people at that time or merely the limitations of 
their ability. It would be hard to say that people lived in the 
1920's and beyond as a matter of choice over the way people 
live today. 


That may sound like a redundancy, a rather obvious con- 


clusion, but it helps put matters in the proper perspective 
today. It does suggest that the sense of values of today's 
generation has not so much gone to pot as it has simply 
adjusted to new and different circumstances. 


Given today's environment, the pioneers of the nation 


would appear to have a far different set of values than is 
generally credited to them.

District Plan Proposed 


Lincoln's Charter Revision Committee has 


recommended to the City Council for a test at the 
polls two propositions which backers of council dis- 
trict elections should embrace with equal ardor. 


In response to the council's directive — which 


was prompted by the Legislature's muscle — the 
charter committee studied the district election con- 
cept and came up with a proposed amendment to 
Lincoln's charter which is perhaps the next best 
thing to the election of council members at large. 


As proposed by the committee, the city would 


be divided into seven districts. At the primary elec- 
tion, each district with an open seat would 
nominate two candidates. At the general election, 
voters citywide would choose between the 
nomineees to fill out the council. If submitted to 
Lincoln voters by the council and approved this 
spring, the compromise district plan would go into 
effect in 1975 with the election of four council 
members. The remaining three councilmen would 
be nominated by district and elected at large in 
1977. 


The plan should win the support of district 


election backers as it provides for a geographic- 
balance on the council. The watered-down at-large 


feature it retains should still make election winners 
feel responsible to the city-wide electorate. But it's 
still our opinion that after a few years of experien- 
cing it. many of the present backers of the district 
concept will be in for some unpleasant surprises. 


Of more importance to municipal government 


in Lincoln in the long run. we think, is the proposed 
charter amendment to increase the salary of coun- 
cil members to $5.000 annually, from the present 
$20 per regular meeting or $1,040 per year. 


A dequate compensation should foster a 


greater interest in running for the council and 
perhaps some of the people who now feel under- 
represented would feel inclined to take on the 
council burden themselves. Adequate compensa- 
tion could make the council more representative 
than the district plan, because more middle and 
low-income people might then feel they could af- 
ford to run. 


And if not for the cause of good government, at 


least in respect to fairness, backers of both district 
and at-large election plans can support a salary in- 
crease to compensate council members in some 
measure relating to the time and energy spent. 


Is Safety The Argument? 


Lincoln Transportation 
System Board 


members, in recommending last week that eight 
temporary bus routes be given permanent status, 
agreed that bus traffic through residential 
neighborhoods does not constitute a safety hazard 
to pedestrians and motorists. 


While parents of small children understan- 


dably could question the safety aspect — and they 
did in some numbers at last Thursday's hearing — 
we're certain that the potential for accidents was 
not ignored by the LTS board The decision to ap- 
prove routes through any residential area is based 
on confidence that LTS drivers will devote all the 
attention that is necessary to accident prevention 
while still attempting to keep to their schedules 
and on the statistical fact that buses kill or injure 
less people than cars. 


The system, moreover, is interested in 


providing the best service possible to its 
passengers And most people want routes con- 
venient to their homes. 


One resident of the area served by the 


Trendwood and South route, arguing for a perma- 
nent status for that route, told the board that the 
attitude of some of his neighbors who oppose it 
seems to be "Yes, we want bus service — but don't 
put it down my street." 


That is an attitude typical to many citizens 


when local government attempts to expand its ser- 
vices. For example, in Omaha, where residents 
may realize the need for a recycling center or a 
paunch manure plant, but certainly it should be on 
the other side of town 


People have to believe that the transportation 


system is as salety-conscious as they are. And they 
should accept a few buses a day down their street 
as not only a minor irritant, but as a convenience 
for the greater number of people. And they have to 
remember that if an accident occurs — as tragic as 
that might be — that it does not remove the need 
for a public transportation system 


This week is March ... as if 


there hasn't already been 
enough wind blowing around 
this town. 


The breezes began to blow last 


week with the demise of the par- 
tisan legislature proposal. After 
a big build-up, and after nearly 
reaching enactment earlier in 
the month, it just sorta 
collapsed. Died for lack of in- 
terest. 


Wind velocity increased at the 


Legislature when organized 
labor's agency shop bill came 
within a remarkable three votes 
of reaching the floor. Not a vic- 
tory for labor, but a strong 
pulsating signal of its growing 
presence. Its close call defeat did 
not go unnoticed. 


Then the winds reached gale 


force with the tumult over the 
Equal Rights 
Amendment. 


There was more than a little 
senatorial posturing over that 
issue, and four hours of 
testimony does have a numbing 
effect on both the topside and 
the posterior. 


But don't let me put down the 


people who came to the 
Statehouse to testify on the 
issue. I do not mean to do that. 


Although it is difficult for both 


senators and newsmen to endure 
that kind of punishment, we are 
both paid to do so. And, without 
exception, those were people 
sincerely concerned about ERA. 


There was a lady from 


Superior who quietly announced 
that she is "proud to be man's 
helpmate," and an elderly 
Catholic nun from David City 
who told senators she has "all 
the equality I want." 


There was an Omaha attorney, 


the father of seven children, who 
said most laws now dis- 
tinguishing between the sexes 
are "used to put women down." 
and a Lincoln woman who gladly

confessed that she is "used to 
being called a radical nut." 


There was a woman from 


Oklahoma City who said she sup- 
ported the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment at first, but later decided it 
is not the best method to acquire 
equality.

Orme patiently explaining to the 
committee and to the audience 
how the amendment came to be 
ratified in the first place. 


There was an Omaha woman 


concerned that women "be 
protected from being forced to 
do men's jobs" with a woman's 
physique, and a Cuban native 
who said she supported Castro's 
revolution until she decided it 
had betrayed her and her coun- 
try. "I don't want to be equal to 
the women of Cuba, who dig 
ditches and carry machineguns," 
she said. 


There was a Catholic nun from 


Omaha who told the legislative 
committee that it was engaged 
in "a colossal waste of time," 
and a University of Nebraska 
student who pleaded "urgently" 
for continued support for ERA. 


But most of all there was that 


Lincoln woman who told 
senators that she is "not more 
willing to see my son march into 
combat than myself " 


She is the same woman .who 


scored a bulls-eye putdown ot 
men in the room when she said 
she reali/ed the hearing would 
be regarded as "a circus" bv 
most men and recalled later in 
humorous conversation 


You know, she said, "there is 


nothing better than a good laugh 
at a good cat fight."

FBI Versus Anderson 


Washington — The false arrest 


of my associate, Les Whitten, we 
have now learned, was used as a 
pretext for launching a massive 
FBI investigation into our 
operations 


Some excuse was needed to 


get a court order to pry into our 
telephone calls around the 
world. This was provided by 
Whitten's arrest on January 31 
while he was reporting on the 
return of stolen Indian 
documents to the government. A 
grand jury agreed this was no 
crime and refused to indict him. 


But meanwhile, the FBI, 


pretending to investigate 
Whitten's "crime," secured a 
court order and served it on 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph. FBI agents im- 
mediately began checking into 
our phone calls, digging into our 
news sources and using all the 
powers of government to find 
out how we get information that 
the government doesn't want 
published 


The court order was granted 


on February 2. two days after 
Whitten's arrest Its stipulated 
purpose was to investigate the

MEXICO CITY — Having 


broken the back of its Indochina 
war entanglement, the United 
States clearly hoped to focus 
foreign policy attentions on 
relations with Western Europe 
and Japan this year because of 
the complex trade, monetary 
and defense problems existing 
with those vital areas. 


But before Washington had 


more than a chance to turn the 
Southeast Asian page, it found 
new difficulties cropping up in 
its Latin American backyard. 
Now, with United Nations 
Security Council meetings 
scheduled next month in 
Panama, meetings which all 
Latin American countries are 
expected to attend, it is clear the 
U. S. faces some embarrass- 
ment. 


The Security Council favors 


occasional sessions away from 
New York in order to examine 
regional topics. Panama City, 
host for the next such get- 
together (March 15 to 21), is 
bound to be a convenient site for 
both serious argumentation and 
tub-thumping propaganda con- 
cerning U. S. "colonial" tenden- 
cies to the South. 


Gen. Omar Torrijos, the 


Panamanian strongnman, a pop- 


ulist and nationalist who has 
isolated the oligarchy that once 
ran the little republic, obviously 
hopes to use the occasion to at- 
tract world attention to two sub- 
jects on which Washington feels 
tender. (1) the issue of the inter- 
ocean canal with its minimal 
rental payments from the North 
American giant and its grant to 
the U. S. of the right to behave in 
the canal zone in a sovereign 
manner "in perpetuity"; (2) also 
existence in the zone of U. S. 
military headquarters and 
training establishment for anti- 
guerrilla operations throughout 
the hemisphere 


onfeman, 


It is inconvenient for 


Washington to face the prospect 
of widely advertised debates on 
these matters just as tension 
with two prickly Latin American 
nations, Cuba and Chile, was 
showing some signs of easement. 
Indirect negotiations on air 
piracy had been successfully 
concluded with Cuba's Castro 
government, through the good 
offices of the Swiss ambassador 
in Havana. And, last month, the 
Chilean ambassador to 
Washington paid a check of $5,- 
000,000 to Kennecott Copper 
against U. S. Copper properties 


that were seized by the Allende 
regime. 


All of a sudden Washington's 


traditional difficulties with its 
southern cousins will start 
focusing instead on tiny 
Panama. Torrijos's foreign 
minister has promised that, if 
necessary, his country will 
negotiate for two whole 
generations to gain total 
sovereignty (including the canal 
zone). And the Panamanian 
Assembly urged Torrijos to 
spurn the annual rental check 
for the canal (only $1,930,000) 
just as Castro refused similar 
payments for the Guantanamo 
base in Cuba. 


The debate is likely to become 


shrill. Clearly, moreover, the U. 
S. will not be able to avoid at 
least some hostile propaganda. 
The small but expert U. S. 
special forces sent on demand to 
Latin American regimes intent 
on squashing revolutionary in- 
surrections (Che Guevara in 
Bolivia being one notable exam- 
ple) have been trained in the 
canal zone base — to say nothing 
of many Latin American 
national contingents. 


In recent years U. S. 


negotiators met with Panamian 
officials in an effort to find a for- 
mula ending what is patently a 
colonial-type 
hangover. 
This 


dates from the 1903 treaty 
enabling construction of the 
canal after Washington had en- 
couraged Panama to break away 
from Columbia and proclaim its 
independence. 


But in the end, although the U. 


S. seemed prepared to yield on 
the "in perpetuity" phrase and 
make several other concessions, 
it insisted on its right to defend 
the strategic waterway and also 
to modernize the existing 
waterway or cut a second canal 
across Panamanian territory. 


The issue has been pending 


much too long a time. It is unfor- 
tunate to have it raised just 
when Washington is repairing its 
battered overseas "image" and 
trying to clear the diplomatic 
decks for new deals with our 
major allies in Europe and the 
Far East. 


The U.S. position in Panama 


has been left vulnerable and out- 
dated. What Torrijos hopes to 
accomplish in the Panama Canal 
zone is somewhat the same as 
what Nasser accomplished vis-a- 
vis Britain in the Suez Canal 
zone. . 


theft of the Indian documents 
Yet the FBI subpoenaed our 
telephone records back to Julv.

Once the FBI got its hands on 


our telephone records, the 
agents seemed less interested in 
our Indian sources than in our 
sources inside the government 
They tried to find out which B52 
crewman, for example, had 
talked to us by overseas phone 
about the failure to change flight 
patterns during the first three 
days of the Hanoi bombing last 
December 
This failure, the 


pilots alleged, co.st lives 


The G-men traced phone calls 


in an effort to locate the sources 
of our information about the 
Watergate scandal, secret drug- 
smugglmg reports and other 
stories. Most of all, the agents 
seemed eager to find out who 
has been slipping us confidential 
excerpts from the FBI's own 
files 


All of this has nothing to do, of 


course, w i t h the I n d i a n 
documents, which the FBI used 
as the excuse for getting our 
telephone records. This was a 
flagrant violation of our rights 
under the First Amendment. Ob- 
viously, freedom of the press is a 
mockery if the FBI can block 
our access to the news by in- 
vestigating and harassing our 
news sources. 


This is just another example of 


how the FBI, under Pat Gray, 
has been used as a political 
police force. 


Footnote: We invited the FBI 


to comment, but a spokesman 
had no response. 


To stop military spying on 


civilians and other abuses, 
former Defense Secretary 
Melvin Laird announced two 
years ago that all personnel in- 
vestigations, 
counter- 


intelligence and criminal in- 
vestigations would be brought 
under Washington control. This 
would take the sleuths out from 
under the domination of the 
local generals and admirals who 
no longer would be able to quash 
investigations of their own mis- 
doings. The big brass raised such 
a howl, however, that the 
reforms promised two years ago 
still haven't gone into effect.

26%, the recommendation to in- 
crease federal aid to education 
to state and local governments. 


—A plurality, 48-31%, also can 


see merit in eliminating the 
Model Cities program for aiding 
urban areas 


—A razor-thin. 43-42% also 


goes along with the recommen- 
dation that spending be cut back 
for urban renewal programs 


Implied in these latter results 


is a public reluctance to support 
programs designed to help cities 
directly, although the grant of 
funds for such general purposes 
as aid to education meets with 
popular favor. 


Sacred Cows 


Two former sacred cows in 


previous budgets appear to be in 
trouble: 


—By 58-33%, a majority says it 


disagrees with the administra- 
tion recommendation 
to in- 


crease spending for research on 
new weapons systems for the 
national defense. 


—The public splits down the 


middle, 44-44%, on the Nixon 
recommendation to cut farm 
price supports for agricultural 
products. 


Basically, these findings in- 


dicate that past Congressional 


performance in exceeding 
presidential budget recommen- 
dations has perhaps been more 
reflective of dominant public 
opinion in the country than not. 
The people are sympathetic to 
the idea of cutting federal spen- 


ding, but then do not want to see 
many of the specific programs 
for social welfare cut. and favor 
increased spending for such 
items as Social Security and 
federal aid to education

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Many Crops Do Well Here

Nebraska produces a lot of 


different kinds of crops in addi- 
tion to corn, milo and wheat, ac- 
cording to Dr Robert B. 
O'Keefe. acting chairman of the 
UNL Department of Hor- 
ticulture and Forestry. 


O'Keefe, who says he feels 


that few Nebraskans are aware 
ol the extent of the state's hor- 
ticulture industry, has asked the 
Nebraska state society to survey 
the state to determine the ex- 
tent, dollar value and location of 


horticultural activity. 


"This is a bigger business than 


most people realize," he said. 
"We have a minimum of $125 
million in business each year in 
the turf grass industry, if you in- 
clude equipment purchased. The 
average Nebraska homeowner 
spends at least $200 on his yard 
and garden each year," he said. 


I*ngthy List 
O'Keefe reels off a lengthy list 


of statistics to demonstrate the 
size of the industry. 


Dry bean production has 


grown from 60,000 to 80,000 in

the past 10 years and there is a 
fledgling dry bean seed industry 
in the state. 


Potato acreage has dropped, 


but the volume of potatoes has 
grown in spite of a smaller 
number of acres devoted to the 
crop. 


Two plants that manufacture 


onion rings in the state have en- 
couraged growers to develop a 
local onion supply, to the point 
that more than 400 acres of 
Nebraska farm land are devoted 
to producing onions. More are 
being planted every year. 


Greenhouses 


There are 42 greenhouses that 


grow tomatoes and some that 
produce flowers and cucumbers 
as well. 


Pickling cucumbers take 


between 500 and 600 acres of 
land each year. 


The Armistice Day freeze in 


1941) crippled the state's fruit in- 
dustry by killing many trees. 
Even so, there are more than 700 
acres of fruit trees in the state, 
operated by 40 growers, and 
many smaller orchards that 
produce some fruit for sale. 


There are 70 acres of cherries, 


35 acres of peaches and hun- 
dreds of strawberry and rasberry 
patches across the state that 
produce income for farmers. 


"The big problem we have is 


that acres are a poor way to 
measure the value of the state's 
horticultural industry." he said.

Some sovbeans are moving to 


Nebraska processors by truck as 
pi ices soar and dip to the 
twitches ol speculators, but little 
U'ed grain or wheat is moving in 
the state 


The transportation problem 


is still with us and many 
elevators are unable to buy grain 
because they cannot ship it. 
Many elevator operators are in 
hock up to their ears because 
thev can't meet gram shipment 
commitments 


The situation is beginning to 


oast1 in some areas as elevators 
in the Gull ot Mexico have gone 
to the 7-dav week and are 
vv01 king at least two 
and 


sonu'times three shitts a dav to 
keep grain moving 


Some local elevators have 


turned to truck shipments to 
mov e sov beans to processors and 
gram to teedlots. but the shor- 
tage ot gramcars for the rail 
shipments is still strangling the 
grain trade in the state. 


Some elevators can dry grain 


for you if you have adequate 
storage at home, while many- 
still have as much as six weeks of 
drying booked ahead. 


Reports of grain spoiling both 


in corn cribs and in bins are 
worrying grain traders, tarmers 
and ieedlot operators. 


Good quality grain may bring 


a premium price when transpor- 
tation becomes available. 
However, the danger ot an 
o v e r w h e l m i n g supply ot 
damaged gram seems to indicate 
larser-than-normal discounts 
will be ottered for low quality 
grain if transportation tor it does 
become available 


are surprised. 


Government officials are 


driving hard to get more 
soybeans, but are cutting off the 
source of supply by ignoring two 
tacts of life. 


Farmers are not about to grow 


more beans unless they are 
reasonably sure they can make a 
profit... set a support level high 
enough and they will be more in- 
clined to grow them. 


Research is badly needed in 


several areas related to soybean 
husbandry. Soybeans simply 
don't respond to irrigation, fer- 
tilizer and other cultivation prac- 
tices as well as corn does. We 
have what amounts to a yield 
barrier that has not really been 
broken by the average farmer. 


Every farmer who grows 


beans allows the crop to play se- 
cond fiddle to corn. Some 
farmers have done very well 
with beans, but most regard 
them as a poor cousin to feed 
grains. 


Amsoy is still the most pop- 


ular soybean in Nebraska, in 
spite of ail the new varieties that 
have come along. Wayne holds 
second place. Calland third and 
Beeson fourth 


The I'SDA announced it has 


sold even,- speck of linseed oil it 
own1-. For .several years, the 
government has been converting 
it'.s stock ot tlaxseed into linseed 
oil. but it is now completely out 
oi both. 


Flax is another crop that 


hasn't responded well to fer- 
tilizer and such efforts to in- 
crease yields. Usually, what 
happens when you fertilize the 
stutt is you end up with more 
weeds than i'lav 


This could be a good thing for 


soybean growers because the oil 
and meal can be substituted to 
some extent. It is interesting 
that both are oil seeds and both 
seem to have vield barriers. 


higher than wheat, for 
example." 


Lumber Industry 


The horticultural group also 


considers the state's lumber in- 
dustry and windbreaks as a part 
of its domain. There are more 
than 7,000 miles of trees in wind- 
breaks, covering 700,000 acres. 
The state's lumber industry in- 
cludes an annual production of 
40 million board feet of lumber, 
of which 1.5 million are walnut, 
which has a high value. 


O'Keefe said he thinks the 


roadside stand is making a 
strong comeback and that 
vegetable production will 
gradually increase in the state. 
He said the in-state market for 
fresh produce has not been 
recognized. 


"We eat each year some $10 


million worth of fresh vegetables 
in the state." he said. "We could 
grow at least half of them right 
here if we only knew it." 


Doubts About Future 


O'Keefe said he has some 


doubts about his figures. "We 
know they are very conser- 
vative," he said. "We need to 
publicize the 
opportunities 


available in the horticultural in- 
dustry and we need to learn 
more about unknown oppor- 
tunities in this area." 


If O'Keefe is right about the 


demand for vegetables, it will 
take an estimated 16,000 acres of 
land to grow them and an untold 
number of workers to care for, 
harvest and process them, just 
for the fresh market. 


Anti-Smut 
Measure 
Supported 


Omaha (UPI) — City 


Prosecutor Gary Bucchino said 
Sunday that significant progress 
has been made in fighting smut 
in Nebraska, but another major 
step is needed.

The Juilliard String Quartet 


lived brilliantly up to ik reputa- 
tion at a weekend concert here. 


It was an evening of varied 


muscial expereicnes — with 
quartets by Arriaga, Ives and 
Ravel — for the overflow 
audience at Sheldon Gallery's 
auditorium, and of uniformly 
high quality performances on 
the part of Robert Mann and 
Karl Carlyss, violinists, Samuel 
Rhodes on the viola and Claus 
Adam on the cello. 


The program opened with the 


Arriaga Quartet No. 1 in D 
Minor, a brilliant work for dis- 
playing the virtuousity of the 
players, both as individuals and 
as a group. 


The Arriaga was superb from 


the start, rich and sweet and 
complex by turns. 


Sweet Solo 


4. The second movement began 
' 


with a particularly sweet solo for 
the first violin, and then became 
a movement which was at once a 
solo vehicle for the lead violinist 
and a gorgeous example of 
quartet writing, with short 
passages displaying beautiful 
work also by the other three 
players. 


The third movement showed a 


fine sense of ensemble in in- 
tricate passages and some 
wonderful dance melodies. And 
the final movement began with a 
rich passage which particularly 
showed fine tone of the cellist 
and then moved into fast and in- 
tricate passages that again 
showed superb teamwork on the 
part of all members. 


The Ives Quartet No. 2 proved 


a powerful work in this com- 
poser's unique idiom, which to- 
dudes frank quotation from pop- 
iilariy raeognkabte taemes. 


Ives' own description of the 


work, as "four me» who con- 


verse, discuss, argue .... then 
walk up the mountain side to 
view the firmament" seemed 
apt. The first movement dis- 
cussions were sometimes calm, 
sometimes heated, the second 
movement's arguments seemed 
acrimonious, but with clear solo 
passages (the voice of reason?) 
by the second violin, and the 
third movement was a more 
pastoral, though not a quiet 
work — perhaps Ives' view of 
the earth is something of an 
argument. 


Familiarity 


Ives' music is not easy for the 


general concert-goer, but Lin- 
coln audiences benefit from the 
familiarity with the composer 
created by the work with his 
music of University of Nebraska 
pianist Harvey Hinshaw. 


Ravel's Quartet ta P Major 


was a delight, a restful contrast 
following the tves, pastoral and 
full of lovely melodies and har- 
monies delightfully preformed 


with a delicacy that preserved 
the flavor of quiet passages. 


But there still were, in turn 


and as needed, buoyancy, inten- 
sity, emotion, spirit, and hear- 
tiness (particularly in pizzicato 
sections of the second 
movement). 


It was lively, interesting 


music, in which particular note 
ought perhaps to be given to the 
rich voice of the viola, answered 
by the cello and then the violin, 
in the third movement, and the 
exciting final movement, 
reminiscent in ways of the storm 
movement of the Beethovan 
Pastorale. 


The quartet then dosed the 


concert with, for an encore, a 
Dvorak polka played with spirit 
and warmth. 


In a season which has 


provided Lincolnites with many 
wonderful evenings of music, 
this concert was surely one of 
the highlights.

Omaha (UPI) — Parents in the 


west Omaha area which com- 
prises School District 66 cam- 
paigned through the weekend 
against a bill which would merge 
their district with the Omaha 
School District.

"The bombing was stopped 


Dec. 30 and the negotiations 
moved forward rapidly, starting 
about Jan. 3." the general said, 
adding, "it would seem that the 
North Vietnamese appreciated 
the price it was paying for con- 
tinuance of the war." 


Meyer said SAC did the job it 


was charged with. "The bom- 
bing was accurate against 
military targets."

jnd planning, construction on 
the federal courthouse and office 
building and facing parking 
facilities in Lincoln has started 


More than a year ago, in Dec., 


1971, the first three of the almost 
20 buildings along the two-block 
area of 15th, 16th, P and N Sts. 
were demolished. One year later 
final razing and site preparation 
began. 


By late 1974. federal employes 


from some 35 federal offices and 
agencies should begin pushing 
their pencils across new desks in 
the completed 243,000-square- 
foot. five-story building and 
parking their cars in the two- 
level parking facility. 


The predominant 
design 


feature of the limestone office 
building, located along the north 
side of 0 St.. will be the projec- 
tion of the 3rd. 4th, and 5th 
floors beyond the lower two 
levels 


400-Car Parking 


The two-level parking facility, 


across the street on the south 
side of O St.. will hold more than 
400 cars, including the federal 
motor pool 


But today the area is either a 


hole or a mountain of mud. 


Down in the 19-foot-deep hole 


which will become the massive 
office building, the workmen 
have begun driving test pilings 
using a 150,000-pound 
pile- 


driving rig. 


After these pilings, installed at 


three locations, are tested the 
contractors will begin driving 
the production or building 
pilings. 


Across the street at the 


parking garage site the dump 
trucks are piling mounds of 
backfill material for use when 


the weather warms up 
Workmen in orange and red 
hardhats have started putting in 
the underground sewer lines on 
both sites. 


The $18 million cost figure for 


the office building and parking 
garage includes design fees, site 
acquisition and $14,850,000 in ac- 
tual construction costs. 
Funded In 1972 


The Lincoln structures were 


first authorized by Congress in 
1966 and 1967, but never funded 
until the spring of 1972. Under 
the funding law the project will 
be financed through a lease- 
purchase arrangement 
The 


federal government will pay for 
the construction over a period of 
up to 30 years and then will own 
the buildings 


Generel Contractor for the 


$14,840.000 construction project 
is the Morrison-Knudsen Com- 
pany, Inc of Boise. Idaho. 
However, the biggest portion of 
the work force will come from 
the Lincoln area and much of the 
sub-contract work will be done 
by local companies, explained T 
F 
Arensberge. resident con- 


struction manager for General 
Services Administration, the 
federal agency overseeing the 
project 


During peak construction time 


this summer about 200 workers 
will be employed at the site, he 
noted. 


Though things may look a lit- 


tle slow, work at the cold, wet 
corner is "on schedule, con- 
sidering the weather and 
everything," said Arensberge. 


But when the weather dries 


up, Lincoln residents should see 
some good progress toward that 
Oct. 27, 1974, target completion 
date. Arensberge noted.

Auburn-Ted Russ is older and beardless now, but he clear- 


ly remembers the summers of 1954 and 1955 when baseball and 
beards were synonymous. 


"I was a catcher with the touring House of David baseball 


team," says the Auburn High School athletic director. "You 
name it (House of David's game site and opponent) and we did 
it, including a game against a professional girls' team." 


With religious devotion, the team members grew beards. 


They were known by that trademark on their barnstorming 
jaunts throughout the United States. Those trips—some 53,000 
miles in 1954 and 46.000 in 1955 between April and Labor 
Day—are etched in Russ' memory. 


"I can remember one trip from Devils Lake, N.D. to

The House of David team wasn't Russ' only fling in 


baseball He was in the pay-for-play game seven years, rising as 
high as the Class A Eastern League (with Harttord. Conn.) 


Wild Youngster? 


In 1951, he batted against a youngster who hurled for 


HaAird. Ky. in the Class C Mountain States League. Russ (with 
Middlo.sboro, Ky. of the same league) was hit by a pitch. 


"You know, the next spring, after Johnny Podres hit me 


with that pitch, he was ottered a $200,000 contract by 
Clc\eland," he said. "And that was back in 1951 which would 
probably be like $500,000 today." 


Podres, who topped the Mountain States League with a 21-3 


pitching record, 228 strikeouts and a 1.67 earned run average. 
Liter went on to earn a starting pitcher's spot with the Brooklyn- 
Los Angeles Dodgers. 


"M\ last \ear I was a playing manager, but the funny thing 


was it took me seven years to find out I wasn't good enough ior 
the majors." he said.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Play ball! 
A possible delay in the scheduled March 1 


opening of spring training was averted Sunday 
when representatives of baseball's club owners 
and players announced agreement on a new 
three year contract. 


The announcement was made following a 90 


minute meeting between the representatives in 
the offices of the owners' chief negotiator John 
Gaherin and culminated 10 days of intensive 
talks. 


Catcher Johnny Bench of the Cincinnati Reds 


had hardly heard the news before he donned a 
pair of spikes and headed for his team's training 
complex in Tampa, Fla.' 


"Great, now we can get started. I'm anxious 


to get going," said Bench, the National League's 
Most Valuable Player last year. 


"Hallelujah!" was the reaction of Cleveland 


Indians' owner Nick Mileti. 


"Thank the Good Lord that it's over," Mileti 


said. "The significant thing there is the three 
years because it's awful nice. We're grateful 
that an agreement has been reached." 


The agreement is subject to ratification by all 


24 owners and the players and until that ratifica- 
tion is reached both sides agreed to withhold 
details of the new contract. But its approval by 
the negotiators virtually assured there would be 
no delay in the opening of the season similar to 
the one last year when a players' strike set the 
start of the season back 13 days. 


Marvin Miller, the executive director of the 


Players Association, said a meeting of his 
group's executive board, comprising a player 
representative from each of the teams, will be 
held Wednesday in Miami. At that time the 
board is expected to urge ratification of the 
pact. 


"The ratification by the players will begin as 


soon as possible in spring training." Miller said. 
"We will meet with two clubs at a time to speed 
it up." 


Chub Feeney, president of the National 


League, said shortly after Sunday's meeting that 
the members of the owners' player relations 
committee had been informed of the agreement 
and that all clubs would be notified and told 


that spring training camps may open on 
schedule. 


There was speculation, following Saturday's 


meeting at Miller's office, that an agreement 
was at hand. However, both Miller and Gaherin 
denied that an agreement had been reached 
prior to Sunday's get-together. 


"There were several loose ends and a major 


issue still to be settled today," Miller insisted. 


"The agreement was reached in this room 


today," Gaherin added. 


"I'm very happy it's over with," said 


Minnesota Twins pitcher and player rep Jim 
Perry who was the only player present at the 
meeting 


Baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn was not 


present at the meeting, vacationing instead with 
his family in St. Petersburg, Fla. However, 
shortly after the agreement was announced. 
Kuhn checked out of his hotel and was reported 
heading back to his home in New Jersey. 


Despite the reluctance of both sides to discuss 


the new contract, the two chief stumbling 


blocks almost from the start of negotiations 
were the players' insistence on having outside 
arbitration in salary disputes and the owners' 
refusal to budge on changes in the reserve 
clause. 


When the owners saw the players would not 


relent in their demands they announced spring 
training camps would not open until an agree- 
ment was reached The protracted negotiations 
proved costly to some clubs. The Pittsburgh 
Pirates cancelled three playing dates in Mexico 
and figured their losses at $22,500 for missing 
March 24 exhibition games 


In addition to Miller and Perry. Dick Mo.ss. ,in 


aide to Miller, represented the players at the 
final meeting. The owners' group included, 
besides Gaherin and Feeney. American League 
president Joe Cronin, attorneys 'Jarry Rona. 
Lou Homes and Jim Garner and Harry Allen, an 
actuary 


Following the meeting, one ot Gaherin's 


secretarys told a departing newsman, "see vou 
in three years."

Nebraska. 


Floyd L. Wilson, Omaha area 


director of employment stan- 
dards in the Wage and Hour 
Division, said 2,428 persons were 
underpaid $406,192 under the 
minimum wage law. 


A total of 1,425 persons were 


underpaid $380,713 under the 
overtime provisions of federal 
law. Some persons were under- 
paid in both categories. Wilson 
said. 


Compliance 
officers also 


found 57 persons in Nebraska 
were underpaid $13,014 because 


of discriminatinn by sex. Only 
two cases of discrimination 
because of age were found in the 
state, with underpayment 
totaling $3,656. 


Investigators turned up 335 


youngsters working in violation 
of federal statutes regarding 
juvenile employment. 


Labor Department

said when payment deficiences 
are found, officers request 
employers to pay the back wages 
and conform to the law.

Bob Gibson's Wife Feels 
Vandalism Race-Motivated 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP)-Four 


times in the last two years the 
West Omaha home of St. Louis 
Cardinal Pitcher Bob Gibson has 
been vandalized and Mrs. Gib- 
son feels "it's racially moti- 
vated." 


Gibson's home was hit by 


eggs, a full bottle of beer was 
thrown through a garage door, a 
lawn sprinkler head was tossed 
through a kitchen window and a 
mailbox was bent. 


Mrs. Gibson said "other 


homes in this neighborhood 
aren't disturbed. Bob and I feel 
it's probably the same group of 
people each time, possibly teen- 
agers. But it is racial." 


She said their mail and 


telephone get busy on occasion, 
like when Gibson threw his first 
no hitter. Mrs. Gibson said call- 
ers said "it's about time," or 
that "Robert is overpaid, any- 
way." 


As a baseball player, she said, 


Gibson's record stands above 
several players in the Hall of 
Fame, "yet each year he gets 
phone calls, threats and piles of 
hate mail " 


"If we were white he'd be a 


god."she said. "But, he's a 
black, and he's an outspoken 
black A lot of people resent 
this " 


His wife is just as outspoken. 


Five years ago she resigned from 
the Omaha Human Relations 
Board saying the mayor and City 
Council "were not listening" and 
the board had been made 
useless. 


She recalled it was all "a big 


game to them and when I re- 
signed I said so. We got a lot of 
mail that week, too." 


Mrs. Gibson said in an inter- 


view she had been active since, 
"very active" in the black com- 
munity. 


"If you do what the white guy 


tells you, you play by white 
rules, you go through the sys- 
tem. But, by white rules, blacks 
never win the game." 


Mrs Gibson said the Gibsons 


often find themselves in an ak- 
ward position now. Many whites 
don't like them, she said, and 
some blacks won't accept them 
because of the money they have 
and the all-white neighborhood 
in which they live. 


"I'm 
never embarassed by 


what we have. Nobody gave it to 
us. No one ever gave Robert 
anything. He earned every cent 
of it, she said." 


They both were born and 


reared on Omaha's Near North 
Side. 


She said there is "still racism 


in Omaha. People still go to bed 
hungry and have to live in ghet- 
tos. I can't try and hide that 
from my children, so I try to 
change it " 


"If Bob and I are treated bet- 


ter than most blacks, it's only 
because he is a celebrity. It's a 
mark of our society that a man 
earns equality by throwing a 
baseball harder than someone 
else." 


"Stymie' Of 'Our Gang' 
Is Now Ex-Drug Addict 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. (AP) 


— At 5, "Stymie" was a movie 
star, the little derby-wearing 
black boy clowning his way 
through the "Our Gang" movie 
comedies of the 1930s. 


Now, at 48, he's Matt Beard 


Jr.. portly and bald, a former 
drug addict who made his last 
film 25 years ago and who's seen 
a good deal of trouble since 


"Stymie" is being seen again 


in his old role in television 
reruns entitled "The Little 
Rascals." but Beard says he 
hates the films — particularly 
the dialogue he hears coming 
from his boyish mouth. 


""My pappy was a crap- 


shootin' fool.'" he mimics 
himself with disdain. "That 
don't rub me too good today." 


Life has been a series of ups 


and downs for Beard. He was 
born in Los Angeles, one of 14 
children of a minister. He 
appeared in the movie "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" when he was 2*/2, 
and at 5 won out over 500 
aspirants for a part in the Hal 
Roach Studio's "Our Gang" 
series. 


After outgrowing the role he 


drifted into drug addiction. He 
says he's shaken the habit now 
and lives a sedate life at Synanon 
House, an organization 
dedicated to helping addicts. 


Beard said he began smoking 


marijuana when he was 16 and 
was arrested and jailed for the 
first time at 18. 


"That's when I met all the 


connections I'd want to meet." 
he said recently. "I heard the big 
boys talk about how good heroin 
was and I thought I'd like to try 
it." 


He was in and out of jails for 


years and finally served six years 
in federal prison for sale and 
possession of heroin. 


"In 1966 I took a look at my 


conditon and it was zero," he 
recalled. 


He heard about Synanon and

depreciation 


Success Downgraded 


The economic suicide squad 


reduces our capacity to retain 
world economic primacy bv 
downgrading success, the work 
ethic, and growth traditions 
based on individual thrift and in- 
dustry. This maladjusted blot- 
has made a fetish out of per- 
missiveness and has — perhaps 
unwittingly — accelerated the 
escapism resulting in the drug 
"culture " 


The effect has been to cause a 


time lag in decision-making con- 
cerning contemporary global 
competitive trends. Thus, while 
strong toreign competitors are 
free to choose plant size making 
for optimum economies in mass 
production, we perpetuate the 
outmoded ideas about business 
bigness which prevailed in 1890 
when the Sherman AntiTrust 
Act was passed by Congress. In 
such a climate, our habitual 
favorable balance of exports 
o\er imports has been reversed 
in the last two years. 


But it is always bad timing to 


get pessimistic after the market 
has fallen out of bed. We can go 
forward by stopping internal 
class warfare, and promoting 
harmony between government 
and business and between 
management and the unions. 
The program for attaining 
sustainable prosperity should en- 
tail updating labor-management 
and anti-trust statutes, and also 
an insight into the benefits of in- 
centives in the tax structure

Runnels, a member of the 


House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, also said that to the best 
ot his knowledge the men who 
did the work for him did not 
work for the Defense Depart- 
ment 
He also denied that 


classified information was in- 
volved 


News that Runnels had paid 


for the reports first appeared in 
Sunday's editions of the Detroit 
News in a story by Seth Kantor 
The story, which was also 
carried by the Washington Star- 
News, said Runnels told the 
News "that he bought classified 
documents from three men last 
summer." 


Runnels said in a telephone in- 


terview Sunday the story also 
treated the deal as a furtive 
operation and strongly hinted 
the men he dealt with were pre- 
sent or former Pentagon 
employes. 


"As far as I know, they never 


did work for the Pentagon," the 
second term congressman said 
"I didn't ask them if they 
worked" for the Defense 
Department but "it didn't make 
any difference to me I wanted 
someone with expertise to (con- 
duct) a project from beginning 
to end " 


Runnels said "I think they 


were research analysts starting 
their own business. They were 
young men in their late twenties 
or early thirties and they did not 
have a cloak and dagger situa- 
tion about them." 


Runnels said he did not know 


whether everything in the 
reports had previously appeared 
in newspapers and other 
publications but "they did not 
sell me nor did 1 buy classified 
information " 


Runnels refused to name the 


three men he dealt with on the 
project because of the publicity 
on the matter. "I don't want to
